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called 101 more men, whose numbers in 
the order of cal! are 403 to 503 inclusive. 

The Fourth Ward Board, which was 
finishing the examination of its first 
call of 500 men today, issued a second 
call.for 1 men, and will begin exam- 
ining them tomorrow. 

The Twentieth Ward Board an- 
nounced it will send out notices to- 
morrow to 200 additional men to re- 
port in equal groups for examination 
next Wednesday and Thursday. This 
ward's quota is 130 men, and the first 
examination call was for 260. Al- 
though the examination of the last 
of these will not be completed until 
late today, it is apparent, the board 
said, that this number wil fall con- 
siderably short of filling the quota 
with acceptable men. The new cali 
will include the Twentieth Ward 
order of call numbers from 261 to 
460, inclusive. 

The Twenty-first Ward board will be- 
gin Saturday the examination of its 
additional men, whose order-of-call 
numbers are 346 to 446, inclusive. 

The Fifteenth Ward board is about to 
make an additional call, probably for 
200 men, according to its chairman, Rus- 
sell Richardson. 

The comparatively large number, in 
nearly all the wards, of those summoned 
who failed to appear, will be the sub- 
ject of investigation by Federal! offi- 
cials. Persons who are ill at the time 
of the examination must appear or c¢r- 
tify their illness within 10 days, or they 
will be enrolled in the army. Those who? 
are out of the city are supposed to at- 
tend to the matter of examination be- 
fore a local board in the places where 
they are. 

Some of those who have left the 
city after entering the military or 
naval service have failed to send no- 
tice to the ward boards, but allow- 
ing for these, and for the absentees 
who will be reporteg by boards in 
other places, there is still believed to 
be a margin representing a large 
number of draft evaders, whom it is 
the task of the Federal authorities 
tc capture and punish, 


Examinations in (Clayton. 
At Clayton yesterday, 90 men were 


examined, and 53 were accepted, of 
whom 30 filed exemption claims. 
Seven of the 37 men who were re- 
jected also filed exemption claims, be- 
ing afraid, they said, that the Gov- 
ernment might appea! from the find- 
ing of the physicians and set aside 
their discharge after the time for 
filing exemption claims has passed. 

In the Ferguson district, 82 were ex- 
amined, and 70 were acceptec, of whem 
42 asked for exemption. 

At Kirkwood, 75 were examined, 52 ac- 
cepted, and 34 claimed exemption. 

Sixteen men who were summoned 
failed to appear at Clayton, and there 
were eight such delinyguents at Ferguson. 

Board Clerk’s Pay Service.

Miners Declare for Reforms; Union 
Delegates Condemn Reichstag

AMSTERDAM, Aug. 9.—EKight thou- 
sand miners attended a recent mass 
meeting at Essen, Germany, for the dis- 
cussion of coal production, food and 
wages. The meeting developed into a 
demonstration in favor of peace by 
agreement and democratic reforms. The 
miners declared in favor of the Reichs- 
tag majority peace resolution and de- 
manded the Reichstag pursue their de- 
cision in the interests of humanity. The

Panctured Ear Drum Rule. 

A punctured ear drum is found to be 
no barrier, provided the hearing is half 
normal. Modifications are made also in 
the sight requirements which will allow 
physicians to accept men despite some 
defects of vision. 

Provost Marshal-General Crowder has 
urged prompt action by the local boards 
in certifying as held for service men 
who make no claim for discharge or ex 
emption. <A daily report to the district 
boards is required at the close of each 
day's work and similarly Histrict boards 
will report each night to the Adjutant- 
General the men finally accepted. 

“The Government will call upon local 
and district boards to furnish one-third 


of their quota on Sept. 1,"° Gen. Crow- 
der's message says, “under the head- 
ings: ‘The first call to the colors.’ Every 


person concerned in the execution of 
the law will feel that a prompt and ac- 
curate response to this call of the nation 
is the precise result for which he has 
labored so long, so arduously and with 
such unselfish devotion.’ 

Then follow the requirements for 
daily reports of progress as outlined, 
which Gen. Crowder savs are inserted 
“to point the way to expedition and 
im order to insure that no State and 
no local board shall be placed in the 
unenviable position of not being able 
to answer ‘here’ with the full third 
of its quota on the day named.” 

Local boards are urged not to stop 
examining men when the quota has 
been reached, but to be certain that 
enough men have been certified. The 
Statement adds: 

‘The more men examined, 
complete will be teh repose of the 
public ming and teh minds of the 
men whose cases would otherwise re- 
main undecided.’ 

In another supplemental ruling, 
Gen. Crowder states that men serv- 
ing prison terms for misdemeanors 
are not exempt by reason of that 
fact. If the’ peace authorities will 
not release them for military service, 


the more 


they will be required to present 
themselves for examination when 
their prison terms have been com- 
Dleted. 


Governors Cautioned. 
The Provost Marshal sent the follow- 


ing telegram to Governors of states: 

“New regulations governing mobiliza- 
tion and certification of men from dis- 
trict boards to Adjutants Genera! wll 
be mailed to you Aug. 9. Local boards 
should certify to district boards daily 
those who have been called and why» 
have not been exempted or discharge, 
because they failed to file a claim or 
because their claim has been decided 
adversely. 

“Strict compliance with this rule is 
necessary since on Sept. | the War De- 
partment will call for not to exceed one- 
third of the quota from each State to be 
entrained for mobilization camps opve- 
tween Sept. 1 and Sept. 5. Unless we 
wish to be put in a position of not- fur- 
nishing men as fast as the War Depart- 
ment is ready to receive them, each 
State should have accumulated by Sept. 
1 a minimum of one-third of its quota 
not exempted or discharged. This can 
only be attained if local boards certify 
these lists up with great expedition.’ 

Watch for Trachoma, 

Gen. Crowder also sent this additional 
caution to examining physicians of _he 
local boards: 

‘Surgeon-General advises that ir, or- 
der to prevent the terrible ravages which 


result from the introduction into the 
army of that dread disease of tie eves 
known as trachoma, the lids of every 
recruit be everted to insure tre ab- 
sence of this disease and that ar bur- 
der line or suspicious eases be referred 
to an opthalmic surgeon especialiy qual- 
ified in this line.”

“The general basis for ruling upon 
such questions should be the spirit and 
purpose of the act in providing for such 
discnarge, wherever the terms of the 
act and of the regulations are not in 
themselves conclusive. The ac’ a:thor- 
izes the President to discharzve where 
ever the parties drafted are ‘in «a status 
with respect to persons dependent upon 
them for support which renders t«ir 
exclusion or discharge advisa)le.’ 

“Such dependency ordinarily iencers 
discharge advisable, because since the 
drafted person loses his civil income ani 
thus loses his means of support, tiie 
wife is left without support aad this 
lack of support is the effect which rhe 
act aims to avoid. But wherever such 
effect does not in fact follow, an‘ the 
wife is not left without reascrably ade- 
quate support, but will receive such sup- 
port from other sources, there is n_ real 
depenaency rendering discharge acvis- 
able. 

Classes Within Raling. 

“The following classes of cases are 
within this ruling: 

*A—Wife and children: 

‘l, Where the parents ar other rela- 
tives of the wife or the husband are 
able, ready, and willing to provide ade- 
quate support for her (and children, if 
any) during the absence of the husband. 

“2, Where the wife owns land which 
has produced income by the husband’s 
labor, but which could with reasonable 
certainty be rented, during hits absence, 
to other persons so as to produce an 
adequate support. 


‘3. Where tnere exists some arrange- 
ment by which the salary or wage of 
the husband is continued in whole or in 
part by third persons, being’ employers 
or tnsurer or others, and such portion 
of the salary or wage, either alone or 
with an allotment of his soldier’s pay 
or with other definite income, will fur- 
nish a reasonably adequate support. 

‘‘B—Other derendents: #¢ 

‘lL. Wherein one of the foregoing ways 
a reasonably adequate support is pro- 
vided for a widowed mother, infirm par- 
ents or orphan child under 16 years, of 
a son, brother, or father called into 
service. 

“Under presidential regulations pro 
viding that ‘any certificate or discharge 
may be withdrawn, modified or renewed 
by the local board,’ the board is au‘hor- 
ized to reopen any claim of exemption 
already passed upon and still awaiting 
disposition on appeal to the district 
board, for the purpose of receiving any 
affidavits or making other inquiries rel- 
ative to dependency as defineu in the 
present rulings; and tne rme®™ ovoard 
shall transmit to the distriet board such 
affidavits and its own minutes thereof 
for consideration on appeal. 

“The foregoing rulings are calculated 
to varry out the spirit and terms of tine 
act and to enable patriotic men to 1e- 
main in the military service of their 
country wherever the burden of sup- 
port carried by them alone is in a posi- 
tion to be distributed for a time among 
others who are patriotically ready to 
make in this manner their contribution 
to military servic@ by setting anothe- 
man free to enter the army.” 

The contingents of the various 4is- 
tricts making up any call to the coiors 
are to be assembled by the State author- 
ities, provided with transportation to 
their training camp, furnished with 
means of subsistence on the way and 
also provided with a blank telegraphic 
form with which to report the time of 
their arrival to the camp commanéer 
from a point six hours from destina- 
tion. They will be regarded as passinx 
into the authority of the army when 
they board the tfains. 

Provision is made» also for filling 
vacancies which may occur in any ais- 
trict quota should men sent forward Le 
rejected by the army doctors on fina! 
examination at the camps. In sich 
cases the district boards will be notified 
and another man be furnished. The 
quota of any district will not be re- 
garded as filled until the camp authori- 
ties report back to the board that the 
full number of men called for have ar- 
rived and been finally accepted. 


AMERICAN SURVIVOR TELLS 
HOW U-BOAT MURDERED 38 


Crew of Belgian Prince Stripped of 
Life Belts, Taken on Top of Sub- 
marine; Washed Into Sea, 

LIVERPOOL, Aug. 9.—William 


Snell, a negro of Jacksonville, Fla., 
the only American survivor of the 
British steamship, Belgian Prince, 


sunk July 31 by a German submarine 
with the loss of 38 lives, tonay gave 
details of his experiences to the As- 
sociated Press. He said: 

“A torpedo hit the engine room. A 
submarine then quickly came to the 
surface about 200 yards to starboard 
and fired at our wireless apparatus. 
We left the Belgian Prince in three 
boats and were 00 vards from the ship 
when the submarine came aling side 
and asked for our captain who was 
taken aboard and inside the ['-boat. 


“The members of the crew were or- 
dered to hold up their hands and the 


Germans asked if there ‘vere any 
gunners among us. Although there 
were three, we said ‘no.” The Ger- 


mans next asked if we had any pocket 
arms. We were then ordered to the 
deck of the submarine where we were 
told by the commander to remove our 
life belts and to lie on the deck. This

“The rest of the crew stayed on 
ceek until they were swept off by the 
sea as the beat dived.”

T international law it had always been recognized that private indi- 
A viduals and corporations have the right to sell arms and munitions 
of war to any belligerent. and in The Hague convention held in 
1907 this right was expressly ratified and confirmed. This same Director 
Kriege, who represented Germany at this Hague conference in 1907, in the 
debates on this point said: 

The neutral boats which engage in such a trade commit a violation 
of the duties of neytrality. However, according to a principle generally 
recognized, the State of which the boat flies the flag is not responsible 
for this violation. The neutral States are not called upon to forbid their 
subjects a commerce, which, from the point of view of the belNgerents, 
ought to be considered as unlawful. (Conference Internationale de la 
Faix, la Haye, 15 Juin—18 Octobre, 1907. Vol. III, p. 859.) 

During our troubles with Gen. Huerta arms and ammunition for Huerta’s 
forces from Germany were landed from German ships in Mexico. During the 
Boer War, the Germans, who openly sympathized with the Boers, nev ertheless 
furnished great quantities of arms and munitions expressly destined to be used 
againt the Boers to England; and this although it was manifest that there 
was no possibility whatever that the Boers could obtain arms and munitions 
from German sources during the war. For instance, the firm of Eberhardt, 
in Dusseldorf, furnished 109 cannon, complete with wagons, caissons and mu- 
nitions, etc., to the English expressly designed for use against the Boers. 
Germany Reverses Position on Arms Export. 

At one time the Imperial Foreign Office sent me a formal note concern- 
ing a paragraph in former Ambassador Andrew D, White's autobiography with 
reference to the alleged stoppage in a German port of a boat laden with arms 
and ammunition for use against the Americans in Cuba during the Spanish 
War. Of course, former Ambassador White wrote without having the em- 
bassy records at hand, and these records show that the position he took at 
the time of this alleged stoppage was eminently correct. 

The files show that he wrote the letter to the State Department. in whith 
he stated that knowledge came to him of the proposed sailing of this ship, 
but he did not protest, because he had been advised by a naval attache that 
the United States did not have the right to interfere. The Department of 
State wrote to him commending his action in not filing any protest or other- 
wise interfering. 

It seemed as if the German Government expressly desired to stir up 
hatred against America on this issue in order to force the American Govern- 
ment, through fear of e:ther the German Government or the German-Amrican 
propagandists at home, to put an immediate embargo on export of these 
supplies. . 

Zimmermann showed me in the autumn of 1914 a long list sent him by 
Bernstorff reporting quantities of saddles, automobiles, motor trucks, tires, 
explosives, foodstuffs and so on exported from America to the allies, and he 
intimated that this traffic had reached such proportion that it should be 


stopped. 
Germany’s Far-Reaching Anti-American Propaganda. 

In February, 1915, in the official communique of the day appeared the 
following statement: ‘‘Heavy artillery fire in certain sections of the west 
front, mostly with American ammunition; ’’ and in April, in the official com- 
munique, something to this effect: ‘‘Captured French artillery officers say 
that they have great stores of American ammunition.’’ I obained through 
the State Department in Washington a statement from the French Ambassa- 
dor certifying that up to that time, the end of April, 1915, no shells whatever 
of the French artillery had been furnished from America. 

Nothing, however, would satisfy the Germans. They seemed determined 

that the export of every article, whether of food or munitions, which might 
prove of use to the allies in the war should be stopped. Newspapers were 
filled with bitter attacks upon America and upon President Wilson, and with 
caricatures referring to the sale of munitions. 
r seemed to oceur to the Germans that we could not violate the 
Hague convention in order to change the rules of the game because one party 
after the commencement of hostilities, found that the rule worked to his dis- 
advantage. Nor did the Germans consider that America could not vary its 
international law with the changing fortunes of war and make one ruling 
when the Germans lost control of the sea and another if they regained it. 


Denunciation by a German Grand Duke. 


From early in 1915 until I left Germany I do not think I ever had a con- 
versation with a German without his alluding to this question.

It is believed, however, that a satis- 
factory adjudication of the cost prob- 
lem can be reached without resort to 
legislation. 

The administration’s desire that the 
allies be permitted to buy necessary 
material at the same prices as this Gov- 
ernment is prompted by the feeling that 
the nations are working in a common 
cause and justice demands that costs be 
equalized. 

Text of Board's Statement, 

A statement issued by the board says: 

“It is the purpose of the War Indus- 
tries Board to carry out the policy re- 
cently announced by the President and 
with which the members of the board 
are in complete accord, that in the pur- 
chase of war materials in this country, 
wur allies shall be charged no more than 
our own Government has to pay. Guns 
and ammunition employed against our 
enemy are for our benefit as much when 
used by our allies as wnen used by our 
own men, and it is obviously unjust to 
require our allies, when fighting our 
battles, to pay our own people more 
than our own Government pays for the 
materials necessary to carry on the war.

T0 LEASE COAL MINE 


Will Operate It to Obtain a 
supply Unless Dealers Re- 
duce Their Bids. 


Uniess dealers in St. Louis reduce 
their prices for coal and agree to sup- 
Ply 120,900 tons for the wattr works and 
public institutions at less than $2 a ton 
the city will ieasé and operate a mine 
in the Belleville district to furnish its 


own requirements, Comptroller Nolte 
announced yesterday. 

Comptroller Nolte has been nego- 
tiating with owners of mines near 


Belleville and believes that the city can 
acquire a lease on one and operate it 
SO that the needs of the water works 
and various institutions can be met at 
practically the same prices as were 
paid last year. The city would in that 
event have to pay the freight from the 
mine to St. Louis and deliver the coal 
to the several plants. 

Bids recently received by the city 
from several of the largest dealers in 
St. Louis were on the basis of $2.75 


a ton for bituminous coal. In some 
cases the prices were more than I 
per cent above those paid last year. 


Comptroller Nolte rejected all the bids 
submitted and subsequently requested 
the dealers to lower their figures. The 
dealers contended that as the charges 
for labor, materials and transportation 
had advanced considerably in the last 
12 months it was impossible for them 
to furnish coal at a lower cost than 
was proposed in their bids. 

As a result of Comptroller Nolte’s 
conference with the dealers, one of 
them contracted to supply 20,000 tons 
of bituminous coal for the City Hos- 
pital and the City Hall at $2 a ton. 
This dealer explained that he ‘was 
unable to furnish the city’s total re- 
quirements. 

Comptroller Nolte, Acting Supply 
Commissioner Dieckmann and Water 
Commissioner Wall have planned to in- 
spect several mines in the Belleville 
district today to determine whether 
one or more of them can be economi- 


cally leased by the city. Aside from 
the difficulty of obtaining a lease 
on reasonable terms, Comptroller 


Nolte says there will be the problem 
of transporting the coal across the 
river and to the different city plants 
where it is needed. There is direct 
rail connection between the mines 
and the waterworks plants at Bis- 
sell Point, Baden and the Chain of 
Rocks, but the tonnage for the Sani- 
tarium, Infirmary and other institu- 
tions will have to be hauled from the 
railroad yards.

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FOOD CONTROL 


BILL TO. BECOME 
IAW TOMORROW 


President Will Sign Measure as 
Soon as House and Senate 
Leaders Act. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 
readiness today for putting the ad- 
ministration’s food control and food 
survey bills into effect as soon as they 
become law with President Wilson's 
fignature. The President will sign the 
, bills tomorrow after the presiding of- 
ficers of the Senate and House affix 
their signatures to the meagures. This 
could pot be done today because neither 
house was in session 

Final congressional action came late 
yesterday when the senate in rapid suc- 
cession approved the conference re- 
ports on both bills. They already had 
Leen approved by the house. 

The conference report on the food con- 
trol bill was adopted by a vote of 6 to 
7 and that on the survey bill by a 
unanimous vote. Those opposing the 
control bill were Senators Hardwick, 
Hollis and Reed, Democrats, and Sena- 
tors France, Gronna, La Follette and 
Penrose. Senators Gore and Sherman 
were paired and did not vote. They 
cpposed the bill. 

The first step'in putting the new legis- 
lation into operation probably will be 
the appointment by the President of 
Herbert C. Hoover as Food Adminis- 
trator. 

The food control measure carries 
drastic prohibition features. Sum- 
marized, it makes these provisions: 


Provisions of the Bill. 
Forbide Government agents from 


using their influence in letting 
contracts to concerns in which they 
are interested. 

Declarés is unlawful to destroy, 

waste, permit preventable deteriora- 
tion, hoard, monopolize, discrimin- 
‘ate, make unfair rates, conspire to 
limit transportation, production, har- 
vesting, manufacture, supplying or 
distribution, prevent manufacture or 
production, or exact excessive prices 
with respect to necessaries. 

Requires licenses to do business 
under regulations to be made by the 
President. 

Provides hoarded necessaries may 
be stezed and sold by the Govern- 
ment. 

Authorizes the President to re- 
quisition supplies for the army and 
navy. 

Authorizes the President to buy 
and sell wheat, flour, meal, beans 
and potatoes. 

Authorizes the President to re- 
quisition and operate afiy factory, 
packing house, oil pipe line, mine or 
other plant, and sell the products. 

Authorizes the President to pre- 
vent injurious speculation _ regu- 
late exchanges. 

Fixes Maximum Wheat Price. 

Fixes a minimum price of $2 per 
bushel on next year’s wheat crop. 

Prohibits, 30 days after the bill is 
approved, the use of foods, fruits, 
food materials or feeds in manu- 
facture of distilled spirits for bev- 
erages, leaving to the President’s 
discretion the quantities to be used 
in beer and wine, and prohibits im- 
portation of distilled liquors for 
beverage purposes. The President is 
empowered to commandeer for mili- 
tary purposes distilled liquors now 
held in bond. 

Appropriates $162,500,000, of which 
$150,000,000 is for general administra- 
tion of the act, $10,000,000 is for pur- 
chase of nitrate of soda and $2,500,000 
is for sur.dry expenses.

Reverting to the question of disloy- 
alty, Reed asked if the Senators crying 
out against him dared to make the ques- 
tion of agreement or disagreement with 
the President the test of loyalty to the 
country.

and other problems of the war, and 
said names of those who now are trying 
to challenge the good faith of those who 
are merely. striving to express their 
opinions are added to the “‘ignominious 
list of traitors. 
After reciting the prerogatives Con- 
gress has placed in the hands of the 
President as war measures, Reed stated 
that though the food control bill was 
bound to pass, it would pass with more 
apologies having been made for it and 
championed less than any other war 
measure.

William Van- 
derbit. his son, is given power of 
appointment in a trust fund of $4,612,-. 
086. a life interest in $400,000 and the 
medal which Congress voted to Cor- 
nelius Vanderbilt. 

George A. Vanderbilt and Alfred 
G. Vanderbilt, sons, are each to re- 
ceive the interest on $23,553,204 until 
they are 21 years old, with a part of 
the principal to be paid every five 
years until each is 35 years old. Other 
lagacies provide for amounts from 
$500,000 to Vanderbilt’s brother, 
Reginald C. Vanderbilt, to a year's 
salary for each person who had been 
in his employ five years.

MRS. DE SAULLES 


News of Departure Cheers Pris- 
oner in Sheriff’s Residence 
in Mineola, N. Y. 


MINEOLA, WN. Y., Aug. 9.—Mrs.

Dr. Guy E. Cleghorn, the jail phy- 
sician, declared there could be no sus- 
picion that Mrs. de Saulles was sham- 
ming. Her illness was not a sudden col- 
lapse, he said, hut she had heen worry-

condition was the logical outcome.

man’s former business partner. 

» A woman called at the Sheriff's quar- 
ters yesterday afternoon and sent a 
note written in Spanish to Mrs. «e 
Saulles, who was too ill to see her. 
Later the woman sent her another note 
with the same result. She then teft 
the building, weeping. 

Charles A. de Saulles, in a statement, 
denied that his brother had squandered 
Mrs. de Saulles’ fortune. 

“This charge is entirely without foun- 
dation,’’ he said. ‘‘My »rother not only 
did not misuse any of her private funds, 
but was most generous in his financial 
dealings with her, spending large sums 
to gratify her expensive tastes and to 
pay her debts. 

“As to their married life, I shall make 
no charge or recrimination. But I shall 
say that my brother was a devoted and 
loving husband in the earlier days of 
their married life, and that it is opinion 
of her friends, as well as of his, that 
the change in their marital relations 
was due to her treatment of him. 


Has Her Statement. 
“T have it in writing over her own 


signature that their domestic differences 
were chiefly due to her own fault. It is 
certain that her friends continued to 
like and respect my brother after the 
divorce proceedings. 

‘‘Nor do I believe her act was caused 
by an overpowering affection for the 
boy.

Servant Girl 


= And Her 
Company” 
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By SOPHIE IRENE LOEB. 

HE Secretary of Labor, W. B. Wil- 
T son, urges “‘the widest dissemina- 

tion of information contained in 

the Government report as to the condi- 
tions of wage-earning women.” 
One of the startling findings in the 
report is that the servant girl and her 
field of work are the most open to criti- 
cism concerning her development and 
welfare and that more rules and regu- 
lations in her interest are most impor- 
tant. ~The following statement speaks 
for itself: 
“A large proportion of women who 
have gone wrong comes from the ranks 
of domestic and personal service and 
from housekeeping, not because these 
occupations necessarily lead women into 
conflict with the laws, but because they 
are the chief pursuits open to the kind { 
of women likely to come into conflict 
with the laws and also because these oc- 
cupations have in themselves but few 
restraining influences for such women. 
“The days become lonesome and mo- 
notonous—a round of drudgery. They 
have no prospect of rising to anything 
higher, so that the spur of ambition does 
not drive them forward in the right way 
and there is no social standard of their 
own class to hold them back from the 


wrong. : 
‘Their wages are small and their 
chances of innocent amusement few. 


And while external circumstances are 
thus all against them, they have few 
resources within themselves to offset 
the dullness of that routine.” 

| Another significant statement comes 
from the Senate Vice Committee of IIli- 
nois which agrees with the Federal au- 
thorities and says: 

“Intil the system of domestic employ- 
ment is entirely reorganized to conform 
with the American conception of the 
true dignity of labor it may not be pos- 
sible for the woman in comfortable 
enough circumstances to employ one or 
more female servants to escape a cer- 
tain unconscious complicity.”’ 

The two authorities in presenting these 
facts ask for the earnest consideration 
of the people. The whole subject is 
worthy of considerable reflection, espe- 
cially by the woman who employs the 
servant girl. 

Many a woman would be shocked if 
she were told that SHE is largely re- 
sponsible for the downfall of the girl 
who works for her, as seems to be the 
opinion of these governmenta! author- 
ities. 

But if she will look the matter 
squarely in the face she will realize 
that there is something to be done on 
her part which she has probably left 
undone. 

For example, a maid takes a place in 
the average home, where there are no 
special servant's quarters. Arrange- 
ments are made for the afternoons and 
evenings out, and when: this is done 
the average housewife considers that 
she has carried out her part of the con- 
tract. 

She is usually opposed to the maid 
having ‘“‘company’’ and generally re- 
fuses such a request. She eases her 
conscience by deciding that she should 
not let people whom she does not know 
come into her home, and further that 
she cannot be responsible for the mor- 
ality of her servant, etc. 

In a word, she doesn’t deem it any 
of her business. On the other hand, 
she likes the girl to take the same in- 
terest in her work as if it were ‘‘her 
own home.” And nine times out of 13 
it is the ONLY home girl has. 

She eats there and sleeps there and 
lives most of.her time im that home; 
and yet she is outside the pale as far 
as any right she might have in her en- 
vironment as a home. 

She must seek her pleasure outside 
the precincts in which she works, eats 
and sleeps. With any other calling it 
is different, because she goes out to 
work, and when she is through at a giv- 


en time she has opportunity to make her

O VACATION wardrobe is complete 
N without a negligee which can be 

donned in the early morning and 
during the afternoon rest hours. To 
make it cool, comfortable, practical and 
becoming, one cannct indulge in costly 
fabrics and dainty, frivolous trim- 
mings, nor anything elaborate in cut 
and design, for the summer life of a 
negligee can scarcely be safe from a 
submarine trip in the foamy sea of the 
laundry tub. 

An excellent fabric that stands rea- 
sonable wear and laundrying is silk 
mull. It may be had in all the pale 
colors, with dots or flowers worked in 
self-color silk threads. This presents a 
dressy effect at a very much lower 
cost. The design I am showing today 
would be suitable for such a fabric or 
for a-dainty sprigged dimity, voile, or 
batiste. It is cut in one piece with 
seams on the sides that flare slightly. 

The sleeves are not noticeable in the 
cut of the garment. A part of the 
seam is left open for the arms to slip 
through. The round neck is slashed 
open in the front for a distance of 
about 6 inches to make it convenient 
to slip on over:the head. Ribbons at- 
tached on either side of the opening tie 
together with decorative bows. This 
loose and simple cut negligee is made to 
conform comfortably to the figure by a 
sash which is run through a wide casing 
across the front, and entwines the 
hips, tying on one side.

M. A. A. Coach Says Young 
Aquatic Champion Will Be 
Greater Swimmer Than 
Laubis. 


HAS STYLE AND SPEED 


Next Six Months Will Be De- 
voted to Physical Development 
of 17-Year-Old Star. 


‘Francis Stephens will be a greater 
swimmer than Herman Laubis.’’ 

That is the career foreseen for St. 
Louis’ 17-vear-ola marathon aquatic 
champion by Karl Bauer, coach of the 
Missouri Athletic Association ’s swim- 
ming team—or rather quartet, as the 
Cherry Diamond tank squad has 
reached that numerical proportion due 
to the war and a retrenchment from 
competitive athletic activities. 

Bauer is highly elated over the show- 
ing made by Stephens in the five-mile 
race held by the Western Rowing Club 


last Sunday. He stated yesterday that 


he had expected Stephens to make a 
good showing for two or three miles, 


compieting the course. 

“TI knew that Stephens had the style 
and the speed: now I know that he 
has the endurance and the heart. I! 
expect him to be a greater swimmer 
than Laubis and to be nationally recog- 
nized. The next six months will defi- 
nitely answer whether he. is to be a 
great swimmer or a mediocre one.”’ 


Next Six Months Will Tell. 


The half-vear period to which Bauer 
referred will not be one for the develop- 
ment of endurance and speed power 
for the new champion, but will be strict- 
lv utilized for the development of Ste- 
phens physically. The chap is quite 
tall, but has not the weight or muscular 
development to go with his height and 
physical activity. The next lap in his 
struggle for paddling supremacy will 
take place in the gymnasium and be 
guided by a diet prescribed by Bauer. 

Bauer claims that Laubis, Raacke, 
Burke and several other Cherry Dia- 
mond stars did too much swimming 
when they showed promise. and brilliant 
careers were thereby dimmed. Ste- 
phens will be urged to do but little 
swimming and engage in other muscle- 
developing exercise. 


Burke Would Be Foolish. 


The Cherry Diamond mentor in regard 
to reports that Halpin Burke announced 
his intention to quit marathon swim- 
ming fqllowing his defeat last Sunday, 
said that the former McKinley High 
youth would be foolish to take such 
an action. 

‘‘Burke has the making of a good 
swimmer, if he will change his stroke. 
(This is the Whitaker stroke.) The 
stroke is alJ right for tall swimmers like 
Laubis, Goepel, and Sparks: but men 
of Bndke'’s short statuure cannot effi- 
ciently use it. The stroke necessitates 
a continuous roll in the water from 
side to side which makes a short man 
dizzv. as he turns oftener than a tall 
man. I have seen Burke after empley- 
ing the-stroke in a long race, when a 
tot could push him over.” 


Metzger’s Second Victory. 


Sunday's victory here was the second suc- 
cessive victory for John Campbell Metzger. 
the same swimmer having taken first place 
in the four-mile event in the Detroit River 
swim the Saturday before. It seems strange 
that Metzger, after winning that race. should 
receive one minute here. when Francis Ste- 
phens. who had never been in « race before. 
received only two minutes. Certainly Ste- 
phens asked to be put on scratch, but the 
claim was disregarded. That being the case, 
how could the officials give him a reason- 
able handicap at two minutes. knowing noth- 
ing of him. Other strange handicaps were 
those given to Leo Hogan and Sherry Mc- 
Bride.

WHEAT MARKET IS HIGHER 
ON THE BOARD OF TRADE 


CHICAGO, Aug, 9.—Although consider- 
able interest was manifested today as to 
what influence the final passage of the 
food contro! bill would have on the wheat 
market, observers found that the chief de- 
velopment in the trade wag only a dispo- 


sition to await some announcement of the 
policy of the administrator to be ap- 
pointed under the law.
